The life-saving service cf tha U.S 
government ia «xperimentirg with a 
decidedly new iteain iife lines, the re 
sutiofwhicinay prove lighly impr 
tant. I: ig among the possibilities of the 
near fo‘ure that the crews of veseels 
wrecked within the racg> of | fo caving 
atationa will oe able to aee the line shot 
to them from the mortar from the 
time it staris on ite career until it reaches 
them. 

Ths marked addition to the charecis 
of caving the lives of shipwrecked sea- 
men is theinvention of Rueben H. Plase, 
of Brooklyn, N.Y. Mr. Piasa will be 
remembered aa the inventor of a ystem 
of maritime ocean bouye, wiich it was 
intonded should form a chain of eom- 
muuica'ion by means of cable and tele- 
phones hetween Americaard Earopa.
